revoked their licenses. 

The action was taken after a conference 
late in the afternoon between the chief and 
State’s Attorney Healy,who reviewed the evi- 
dence that for weeks has been collected by 
their detectives. It is a step in the fore- 
shadowed movement to clean up the city: 

The vice centers which were shut included 
five: in so-called Whisky row in State 
street; four on the north side, and five in the 
region of the Desplaines street station. 

Chief Collins expects the action to be a 
lesson to 0 
resorts in order to escape a like fate.

Order Sent Out at 7 O’Clock. 

At 7 p.m. the order reached the various 
police stations of the districts where the re- 
sorts were located. A half hour later the 
jangling pianos and discordant noises that 
announced their presence to the chance pe- 
destrian were silenced and the inmates, 


. driven forth under police commands, scat- 


ng far from their former haunts. 

In “ Whisky row,” the block extending 
from Polk street to Peck court, the most tell- 
ing effect of the blow wasseen. Of the row 
of saloons that lined the west side of the 
street but one remained open at9o'’clock. It 
was the resort of “‘ Jake "’ Weiss at 482 State 
street, and has been open but a week. While 
it has vied with its neighbors in the char- 
acter of its inmates, the agents of the chief 
and state's attorney have not deemed the 
evidence secured in the’ last féw days suffi- 
clent to warrant its extinction. 


Dark and Deserted. 

The other resorts that illuminated the 
street with thousands of electric lights and 
through whose doorways men and women 
crowded during the afternoon and night were 
dark and.deserted. Patrol Sergeant Brou- 
der of the Harrison street station had walked 
from place to place reading the edict. 

Beforé tie saloonkeepers regained their 
breath at the announcement, the order for 


.immediate closing followed. 


* They mean now,” said the policeman. 
‘Stop the music and get those women out 
of htre.” 

Feeble protests were made in some placos, 
but sullen acquiescence followed each order. 

Each of the places closed long has been 
notorious and all are successgors of resorts 
driven south in the closing of the first 
“ whisky row,’ when the northern boundary 
line -was'moved from Van Buren street to 
Polk, several years ago. The “ Senate’’ of 
Weiss, the ‘' Little White City ’ of Burke & 
Barry, the * Social’’ of Finley, and the 
‘“ Royal Palace ’’ of Corbett all have figured 
in police court cases many times. 


Respectable by Day. 

On the north side the places of Wodack and 
Bush have made a pretense of respectability 
before nightfall. Meals were served and 
the women frequenters were in¢tructed to 
remain out. In the former place Mayor 
Dunne asserted when ite license was first in 
jeopardy! that he had eaten many meals 
while on the bench in the Criminal Court 
building, and that he did not believe it to be 
a disreputable resort. At night both were 
crowded with women, and mechanical in- 
struments supplied the music for the in- 
mates’ entertainment. 

A concert hall was a part of the Schmidt 
resort, and frequent brawls in the place 
caused arrests. The order on the north side 
saloons was not served until 10:30 o’clock, 
and an hour later Bush’s and McGovern's 
bartenders still were serving drinks. Many 
women lingered in the place, and the proprie- 
tors announced their intention of remaining 
open until midnight. 

The attention of the police was called to 
the defiance of the mayor’s order, but be- 
fore thelr arrival the owners concluded to 
quit, and the women were ordered out. “Soft”’ 
drinks took the place of beer, but few in- 
mates remained to drink the unaccustomed 
ars reports closed on the west side were of 
a cheaper type, and their inmates more shab- 
bily attired, the places of the Bernsteins and 
Golfen being of the concert hall variety, in 
which vaudeville performances were given.

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CHEAPER GAS COMES NEARER. 


Reduction of 10 or 15 Cents Pow 
sible by Agreement. 


NEW STATUTE AS THE CLUB. 


Mayor Confers with Company Attor- 
ney~—Directors to Meet. 


There may be a material reduction in the 
price of gas in Chicago, and that at no remote 
date. What the reduction will be, if if is 
had, has not even been figured on so far, but 
10 or 15 cents a thousand feet is the gossip. 

The reduction, if it comes about, probably 
will be the result of an agreement between 
the city administration and the gas company 
rather than the outcome of council legislation 
and accompanying law suits. It will be a 
part of a contract whereby. the company 
agrees to cut the price and the city to let the 
company conduct its business in peace. 

The matter has gone so far that a meeting 
of the directors of the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company will be called In New York 
shortly to consider it. 

New Law Stirs Company. 

The moving cause in inducing the company 
to consent seriously to consider the reduc- 
tion of its rates is the charter amendment 
passed by the last legislature authorizing the 
city to fixe the price of gas. There is no doubt 
but that the people will adopt this amend- 
ment at the fall election and then it will be 
possible for a city administration to make a 
great deal of trouble for the gas company 
were it so inclined. 

On the other hand, the company is not so 
entirely at the mercy of the council as the 
more radical of the advocates of that amend- 
ment think. While it gives the council the 
right to fix the rate, at the same time it must 
be a “fair one,”’ and there is always an 
appeal to the courts to determine whether 
the rate is fair. This means delay and pos- 
sible defeat if the cut ordered by the council 
is too deep. An agreement between the com- 
pany and the city, however, could be put In 
forceat once and would be lived up to. 


Mayor Meets Gas Attorney. 

Mayor Dunne and James Meagher, the lat- 
ter representing the gas company, had a long 
talk about the situation yesterday. After it 
was over the mayor had this to say of the 
conference: 

“TI represented to Mr. Meagher that the 
time had come when if the company was not 
willing to reduce the price of gas on its own 
accord it would be necessary for the officers 
of the city to take the matter up and press 
it to an issue. 

“Mr. Meagher in reply said that he was 
not empowered to settle so important a mat- 
ter, but he would go east and lay the case 
before the corporation, a special meeting of 
the directors to be called so it could be con- 
sidered. 

“He said he was of the opinion that the 
company would prefer to deal directly and 
frankly with the city in the matter, as neither 
side would be benefited by law suits, and he 
asked what price the city had to suggest as 
the proper one. 

**I told him I was not able to anewer that 
question now as I was not well enough in- 
formed as to gas matters, the cost of manu- 
facture and distribution, and so on to discuss 
it intelligemily. While he was conferring with 
his directors I said I would secure the neces- 
sary information for the city administration 
so that when the time came for conferences 
we all would be in a position to talk business.”’ 


Confident of an Agreement. 

The mayor further said that from the talk 
he had with Mr. Meagher he feit confident an 
agreement could be reached. 

Although it was not brought out in thecon- 
ference between the mayor and the attorney 
for the gas company, the general understand- 
ing is that the city, in case a bargain is 
struck, win agree not to make any move to 
disturb the arrangement or harass the com-

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ABUSE DRIVES TO SUICIDE. 


Millionaire’s Death Charged to So- 
ciety Paper’s Attacks. 


CALLED A “SOCIAL OUTCAST,” 


W.R. Travers, Son of Wit, Puts Bullet 
Through Brain While Alone. 


New York, Sept. 29.—[{Special.]—Driven, it 
is said, to desperation by abusive articles in 
Town Topics, which referred to. him as a 
“social outcast,””’ William Riggin Travers. 
son of the late W. R. Travers, financier and 
celebrated wit, killed himself today in his 
apartments at 156 Madison avenue, where he 
lived alone, 

The magazine attacks were inspired by the 
recent divorce secured by the suicide’s wife, 
who wae Lillie Harriman, daughter of Oliver 
Harriman and sister of Mrs. W. K. Vander- 
biltt. She has been living abroad. The 
periodical declared that she was well rid of 
him, 

That these criticisms hurt him was shown, 
his friends say, by the fact that he visited 
District Attorney Jerome, a distant relative, 
and asked what redress he had. 

Depressed Since Divorce. 

Mrs. Travers obtained a divorce about 
three months ago. His friends have noticed 
that Mr. Travers had seemed depressed since 
then. Inan effort to shake off his depression 
he went to Hot Springs. He returned from 
there a short time ago, but did not seem in 
much better spirits. For the last few days 
he has devoted himself to horseback riding, 
this being his only recreation. 

No one saw Mr. Travers take his life and he 
had been dead two hours when the body was 
found. He was 44 years old. He had been 
living at 156 Madison avenue for nearly two 
years, but his time was equally divided be- 
tween his cottage at Newport, his villa at 
Ailten, 8. C., and his locai home. He spent 
most of the summer at Newport and closed up 
his cottage there the latter part of August. 

Mr. Travers inherited a large sum of 
money and he never engaged in business 
until a few months ago. Early in the sum- 
mer he told some friends he was tired of 
idleness. On July 1 he became a member of 
the brokerage firm of Huhn, Edey & Co., 27 
Wall street, with the understanding that he 
would try the life for six months and that 
if he liked it he was to continue, and if he 
did not Itke it he was to quit on Jan. 1. 


Loses Interest in Business. 

For a short time he took active interest 
in the firm. A week ago he developed a 
cold that seemed:to worry him. He awoke 
after 9 o’clock this morning and ordered his 
valet, Martin Noon, to get breakfast. He 
ate in his pajamas. He was still at the 
table at noon and told the man he had no 
intention of leaving the house. 

Noon went out at 12 and returned at 2 
o’clock. He found Mr. Travers lying across 
the bed with a pistol in his right hand. He 
apparently had gone from the breakfast 
table to the dressing case where he kept his 
revolver, and then had sat down on the 
bed and shot himeelf. He must have done 
it soon after the valet. left the house. 

Noon telephoned to the office of Huhn, 
Edey & Co., and Fred Edey hutried up to 
the house and notified the dead man’s rela- 
tives. One of the first persons to hear the 
news was Clarence H. Mackay, whose wife 
is a niece of the deceased. 


Plain Case of Suicide. 

No letters were found. There was nothing 
for the coroner to do but to declare it a plain 
case of suicide. 

Travers had two brothers, John and Bev- 
erly Travers. Both are dead. W. R. Travers, 
their father, died in 1887. The Travers came 
from an old Virginia family, and W. R. 
Travers married Maria Louise Jvuhnson, 
daughter of Reverdy Johnson. 

For years Travers had devoted himself to 
taking care. of the estate left by his father, 
which is estimated to have been worth about 
$2,000,000,

This man, according to the information, was 
béhind a similar transaction some years ago 
Im that case the securities were taken from 
a messenger, who'asserted that they had been 
stolen. The bank was successful in keeping 
the theft quiet, and soon an offer was made 
for the return of the securities. This offer the 
bank accepted and the case was closed. 

It is by no means certain the thieves had 
any one inside the bank in collusion with 
them. They could have secured without this 
all the information they needed about the 
bank’s loan to Pearl & Co. on the securities, 
and it was suggested that plenty of banks 
would have given up the securities on the 
excellent forgery of the name of the paying 
teller of the Hanover National bank attached 
to the certification of the forged check. - 

That some messenger bo} or office boy, 
acting for @ more experienced operator, 
obtained the securities is the belief in bank- 
ing circles today. The fact that messenger 
boys daily bear securities valued at millions 
of dollars from amd to the banks and receive 
them without the usual formality of identifi- 
cation gives rise to the belief.

George P. Merrick, attorney for the Chi- 
cago Telephone company, acting as coun- 
sel for James A. Patten and others, began 
proceedings a month ago against the cor- 
poration of Glencoe to cause the removal 
of the *“‘bumps.’’ His partner, Gordon Ram- 
Bay, is president.of the village. 

Mr. Ramsay, the reputed originator of the 
“bumps,”” was forced to turn every stone 
in their defense. The members of the vil- 
lage council and other residents of the north 
shore suburb, insisted that he should act as 
the counsel for Glencoe and for three days 
he and Mr. Merrick, on opposing sides, 
fought their legal battle. 

Besides deciding against the petition for 
mandamus, Judge Mack réfused to make the 
village of Glencoe pay the costs of the trial. 

Attorney Merrick asked leave to appeal 
the case. It was at first intended to take 
it directly to the Supreme court. but upon 
the suggestion of Judge Mack he substi- 
tuted the Appellate court, and the appeal 
Was granted. 


“Bumps” Please Maj. Tolman. 

In the opinion of Special Corporation Coun- 
sel Tolman the Glencoe bumps are a practical 
check for automovile scorchers. 

“The bumps are just sufficient so that 
when an autoist exceeds the state speed limit 
of fifteen miles his attention is called to the 
existence of the law and he will at once 
lower his speed,’’ Maj. Tolman said. “ Glen- 
coe, in \my opinion, has: found the ideal 
method of reminding the autoists that they 
must keep within the speed limit. 

“Another Important feature of Judge 
Mack’s decision is that it prevents gov- 
ernment by mandamus by the citizens, which 
would be worse than government by injunc- 
tion.’’

Kossuth Publishes Statement 
Denying That They Defy 
the Emperor-King. — 


COMPROMISE IS IN SIGHT. 


Franz Josef Is Propitiatory and 
Ready to Meet the Coalition 
Chiefs Half Way. 


BUDAPEST. Sept. 29..-The situation is 
becoming clearer and evidence is accumulat- 
ing that both the coalition leaders and the 
king-emperor are earnestly endeavoring to 
find a way out of the difficulty. Statements 
have been issued, emanating, it is under- 
stood, directly from the entourage of his 
majesty, denying any intention on the part 
of the crown of wounding Hungarian na- 
tional susceptibilities. 

An article by Francis Kossuth will appear 
tomorrow, in which the coalition leader will 
Btate that he and his associates went to 
Vienna a week ago with every peaceful in- 
tent, but that they were not given an oppor- 
tumity to demonstrate to the king-emperor 
that the coalition does not contemplate any 
obstinate adherence to its demands, and that 
the Hungarian nation wishes to live at peace 
with Austria. 

These aré regarded as indications that the 
negotiations will be renewed. with some ‘hope 
of success. 

The leaders and the Ais ieee realize 
that some way out of dhe present situation 
must be reached at an early date, as other- 
wise the economic condition of Hungary will 
become so bad that serious disturbances can- 
not be avoided, if, indeed, a real revolution 
does not break out. 


Treasury Almost Empty.

Riot Attends Debate on Hungary. 

VIENNA, Sept. 29.—There was a stormy 
meeting today of the lower house of the 
reichsrath which is discussing the govern- 
ment’s declaration policy, spectators taking 
part in the uproar. Eventually the session 
was suspended until the galleries were closed. 

The premier, Baron Gauteh von Franken- 
thurn, explained his declaration regarding 
the revision of the oasis iaws of 1867. He 
gaid it could only relate *) ‘the treatment of 
the joint affairs of the two halves of the mon- 
archy which from time to time must be reg- 
ulated according to analogous principles. 

The premiex expressed the conviction that 
a new form of coexistence between the two 
halves of the monarchy eventually would be 
found, on the condition that both countries 
should retain the rights guaranteed by the 
laws and full liberty of decision. He did not 
doubt that the legitimate Interests ofthe two 
halves of the monarchy would be safe- 
guarded. 

During the session there were frequent con- 
flicts between the socialists and anti-Sem- 


ites. 


TWO WOMEN IN BUGGY FIGHT 
WOLVES AND DRIVE THEM OFF. 


Godfrey Road, Near Alton, Ill., Scene of 
Running Combat More Adapted to 
Forests of Russia. 


Alton, Ilt, Sept. 29.—[Special. ]—Miss Sister 
Coppinger and Mrs. A. C, Barr were chased 
more than a mile by two gray wolves last 
night on the road from Godfrey, Il. The ani- 
mals raced alongside the buggy and made 
repeated efforts to leap into the vehicle, but 
were beaten back with a buggy whip anda 
stick. The animals then attacked the horse 
and drew blood repeatedly, but when the 
buggy came into the outskirts of the city the 
wolves fled. 

Mrs. Barr drove the horse and handled the 
whip, while Miss Coppinger used the stick. 
The wolves deployed on either side and 
snapped at the horse. The first wolf then 
tried to leap into the buggy, struck a wheel, 
and was thrown back on the road. 

The other wolf snapped at the horse’s flank 
and drew blood. The whip drove it back. 
Its companion joined it and both tried to 
climb into the buggy. 

The frightened horse plunged forward into 
a run and both wolves were tossed to the 
ground, but the horse did not stop. Mrs. 
Rarr and Miss Coppinger say this running 
fight kept up for more than a mile. 

Nearly a dozen armed men, accompanied 
by dogs, have: set out In the woods along 
the Godfrey road. It is intended to keep up 
the hurt until the wolves are killed. 


GIVES OAK PARK HOSPITAL SITE 


Dr. T. W. Tope Urges Association to 
Erect Building Despite Opposi- 
tion of Voters. 


The Oak Park Hospital association is de- 
termined that the village shall have a hos- 
pital, to cost from $100,000 to $150,000, al- 
though a majority of the people there voted 
against it at the last election. 

Dr. J. W. Tope last night submitted a prop- 
osition to the executive committee of the 
hospital association to pay for the site se- 
lected for the institution. This consists of 
six acres in Fair Oaks, in the northern part 
of Oak Park. Dr. Tope’s idea is to have a 
Catholic sisterhood take charge of the hos- 
pital, although that is not a condition of his 
gift. The sisterhood will build the hospital. 

The committee decided to make a favorable 
recommendation concerning Dr. Tope’s offer 
to a meeting of the directors next Monday 
night. -The entire association, which has a 
membership of 200, will pass on the matter 
finally.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 29.—[Special.}-—All 
is lost save honor, and there is not enough 
of that left to make a fuss about. 

Philadelphia is mad with joy tonight. 
Never -since Mr. B. Franklin walked down 
Water street with a loaf of bread under each 
arm while he munched at a third, or since 
the news of the surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown arrived and the old doorkeeper of 
Independence hall died of joy, has there been 
such wild, delirious excitement in this ven- 
erable metropolis. 

The gas gang is still deflant, graft still 
stalks undismayed, but what matter such 
trivial things? Philadelphia this day de- 
feated the White Sox of Chicago. The pen- 
nant, because of the victory of today, un- 
doubtedly will come to Mr. Penn's town and 
be laid away in.a glass case in Independence 
hall along with the rattlesnake flag and 
sacred brass button from off B. Franklin’s 
eoat tails. 


Language Is Inadequate. 

It hardly tells the story to say that the Ath- 
letics defeated the White Sox. Defeat is a 
sweet, euphonious word compared to the 
phrases that should be employed rightly to 
tell this sad, bitter story. The Athletics did 
not merely defeat the Sox. They slaughtered, 
slew, massacred, murdered, and butchered 
them to make Philadelphia a holiday. ‘They 
took the haughty White Sox by the hair and 
dragged them around the di@mond. They 
rolied them in the dirt and tossed them in the 
air. They swatted them, they pommelled 
them, they treated them most brutal. 

Bleven to 1 is a dreadful total. The cruel 
Philadelphians even made it impossible to 
send back home the message: ‘“ All is lost 
save honor,’ without putting in the qualify- 
ing words: ‘ If ever a baseball team soared 
so high in the air that Knabenshue’s exploits 
looked like a high jump, that team was ‘the 
lamented White Sox this afternoon.” 


Butchery of Pitchers. 

Two pitchers were knocked off the hill 
so quickly that it would have been kinder 
for the gentlemanly Athletics to.have used 
an axe. And the third pitcher only saved 
his face because of falling night which hid 
the ball in a gloom so that the wicked 
Athletics could not find it. 

But it was not merely the fault of the 
pitchers. They were ably assisted in the 
frightful performances by masterly support 
from every man on the team. The Sox 
fumbled and mumbled, threw wild, foozied 
their puts, enraged, pocketed the white ball 
and\ failed to follow suit and lost the ball 
on downs, did't clew in the maintop royal 
gafl and otherwise committed every other 
known and unknown crime in the annals of 
sport. 

Their magnificent winning streak exploded 
like a toy balloon.

President’s Message Quoted. 

Judge Humphrey in announcing his deci- 
sion said that the question involving the right 
of Judge 8.

ment had given him soe difficulty. It had. 


been argued by the defense that as Judge 
Bethea was sitting in the eastern division of 
the northern district of Illinois he had no 
authority in law to receive an indictment 
voted in the northern division of the northern 
district of Illinois.

Regarding the adlegation in the third plea, 
that the jury had not been publicly drawn, 
the judge held: ia 

“A grand jury to be good must be publicly 
drawn. The infirmity of the plea, as I view 
it, is that no duflolent statement of facts 
appears here which the court can con- 
clude that this jury was not publicly drawn. 
The act is indefinite; you might call it loose. 
It preserves only the substance; it deals not 
one moment in detail. ; 

“Tt must be carried out in good faith. 
Whenever the element of good faith is shown 
to be lacking, then the action of the officer 
fails: The whole question is given into the 
hands of the court to see that it is done fairly, 
honestly, in good faith. That is the duty of 
the court to see to that. 


Good Conscience of the Jury. 

“The fourth plea attacks the good con- 
science of the grand jury and the officers 
attending upon the grand jury in the presen- 
tation and consideration. of evidence by the 
grand jury—-a most important matter. 

‘‘ Now, if this plea averred such a state of 
facts that the court must conclude that there 
was’ bad faith, fraud, or corruption in the 
procedure, in’ the matter presented or gin 
the manner of presenting it to the grand jury 
the duty of the court would be clear to sus- 
tain this plea and overrule the demurrer. 
So far as this record shows I am not pre- 
pared to say that there is anything averred 
here which is not consistent with the power 
and the duty of the grand jury over the 
minutes taken in its presence and by its ad- 
vice and consent. 

‘“‘'The demurrer to-all the pleas will be sus-

six months ago. |

Dramatic Scene in Court. 

Nadolsk!, who is 21, and Lorenz, two years 
older, were sentenced Sept. 13 by Judge 
Barnes. A dramatic scene preceded the s¢n- 
tence. The prisoners already had been tried 
and, on identifications made by a witness of 
the crime, had been found guilty and sen- 
tenced by the jury to death. They were re- 
manded to jall to await final action by the 
judge. i 

Attorney Charles Furthmann, while unable, 
by reason of his father’s recent death, to de- 
fend the prisoners, had promised his father, 
Attorney Edmund Furthmann, to aid them. 
The latter’s belief in Nadolski’s innocence 
was strong. | 

Judge Barnes was seen by Mr. Furthmann 
and expressed doubt as to the guilt of the 
boys. He declared his willingness to make 
the sentence life imprisonment if the prison- 
ers would plead guilty. This they refused to 
do. Nadolski protested ignorance of the 
murder and his companion assected that 
death would be preferable to life imprison- 
ment. Inthe courtroom on Sept. 18, when the 
boys stood before the judge who was about to 
read the sentence that would send them to 
the gallows thirty days later, their resolution 
faltered and pleas of guilty were entered. 
Last Monday they were taken to Joliet. 


Jail Guards Think Boys Inocent. 
In the county jail several guards expressed 
their belief that Nadoleki had been wrongly 
sentenced. Through their intercession the 
boy ‘was sent to the office of Jailer Whitman 


with Father O'Callaghan, who frequently 
says mass in the institution. 

Last night the priest said he was convinced 
of the prisoner’s innd@ence, and would assist 
in any efforts made to bring the matter to 
the attention of the pardon board or Gov. 
Deneen. The mother of Nadolski lives at 
1068 Leavitt street. She is a widow and al- 
most destitute. Five other children are too 
young to aid her. 


W. E. CHANDLER SEES PERIL 
TO RAILROAD RATE BILL. 


Former New Hampshire Senator Warns 
Interstate Commission of Opposition 
to Roosevelt’s Policy. 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 29.—In a series of open 
letters to Edward A. Moseley of the inter- 
state commerce commission, former Senator 
William EB. Chandler of New Hampshire dis- 
cusses the Esch-Townsend rate legislation 
bill, to come before congress at its next ses- 
sion, and calls attention to somie of the dan- 
gers that beset the attempts to pass this bill. 

Mr. Chandler says the methods of defeating 
the measure to be put forward next winter 
will be by dangerous amendments or \addi- 
tions “under the guise of friendly improve- 
ments, but really as railroad tricks.” He 
says further: 

* You cannot reasonably expect that a law 
can be passed through both houses of con- 
gress which shall make a reasonable trans- 
portation rate fixed by the commission take 
effect immediately and remain in force unti! 
reversed by the court of review when Mr. 
Samuel Spencer in behalf of the railroads has 
announced that they will not permit either 
of two things.”’ - 

These tr°o things are the giving of power 
to the commission to substitute in a partic- 
ular case a rate which in their judgment is 
just or reasonable in the place of one judged 
by thera to be “unjust or unreasonable,” and 
the enactment of “statutes which provide 
that a rate of transportation once fixed by 
any authority shall remain perpetually in 
force thereafter until changed by commission 
or by court.’’ 

Mr, Chandler further charges that $13,000, - 
000,000 of capital representing 210,000 miles 
of railroad are. arrayed against the presi- 
dent in his attempt to pase rate legislation. 

He also charges that by furnishing free 
transportation the railroads will attempt to 
corrupt legislatures, congress, and the whole 
state and national government. Mr. Chand- 
ler asserts that lawyers, ministers of tire gos- 
pel, and newspapers are especially cared for 
by the railroads, notwithstanding that the 
system is grossly illegal, and closes his last 
letter with an appeal to the American people

THAT $359,000 THEFT. 

That young man who got $859,000 In 
securities from a New York bank was no 
eommon thief. The amount of his booty 
compares not unfavorably with the sums 
which recent investigations’ show policy 


antl his 
method of doing the job was almost as much 
superior to the methods of most thieves as 
his plunder was greater than theirs usually 
is. BE\vidently he understood not only the 
| business methods of Wall street but also all 


which he presented not only appeared to be 
signed by the company to which the securi- 
ties he got were to be turned over but was 
éven certified, and the thief.had taken into | 
account so accurately all possible develop- 
ments that he had full twenty-fotrr hours in 
which to market the stolen paper arid make 
his escape. The magnitude and skill of the 
operation seem almost to raise it from the 
low and vulgar level of larceny to the high 


of “ frengied finance.” There is nothing to 
indicate that this latest exponent of high 
finance was not prefectly cool and collected. 
The frenzy probably is on the other side. 
There seems to be growing carelessness 
in handling large sums of money. Within 
recent weeks two young men have fled from 
Chicago with money which their employers 
had given them to take to banks. These 
thefts differ in most respects from the big 
one in New York, but, like it, they were due 
to the practice which prevails generally 
among business men of intrusting large 
sums of money to mere messenger boys and 
to employés whose fidelity or efficiency has 
not been thoroughly tested. The practice 
is a dangerous one, as experience has re- 
peatedly proved—dangefrous to the owners 
of the money and dangerous to the messen- 
ger. Men have a right, generally speaking, 
to take what risks they please with their 
own property. They have no right to expose 
to powerful temptation those whom they 
have no special grounds for believing have 
proportionate powers of resistance. Temp- 
tation, of course, can no more be wholly re- 
moved from the great world of industry and 
business than can risk. Without consider- 
able of both of them business could not be 
carried on. But as it is not good business 
to take reckless risks, so it is not good mor- 
als to onuees pects to needless temptation.

It is impossible to refrain, 
under the circumstances, from taking the 
view that M. de Witte, who had always 
been regarded at St. Petersburg as the least 
diplomatic of Russian statesmen, carried 
off at Portsmouth, by mere bluff, and in 
the face of overwhelming odds, the most 
magnificent diplomatic victory that has been 
won by any Russian public man within the 
last hundred years. 

The earl of Beaconsfield, it may be oppor-

FREE TRAIN FOR PRESIDENT 
DECLARED A RATE ISSUE. 


Railroad Gazette, Taking as Text 
President Stickney'’s Testimony Be- 
fore Federal Court, Says Example 
as Well as Precept Should Come 
from Highest Authority. 


The Railroad Gazette in Its issue of the 
current week, pubjished today, discusses the 
rate issue, taking as a text the following 
statement of President Stickney of the Chi- 
cago Great Western before the federal court: 

In fixing the rate on dressed meat we do not 
have much to say. The packer generally makes 
the rate. He comes to you and always makes you 
feel that. he is your friend. Then he asks you 
how much you charge for certain shipments of 
dressed meats. The published tariff may be 23 
cents a hundred, but he will not pay you that. 
You say to him, “I'll carry your meat for 18 
cents.” He says, “O, no, you won't. I won't 
payethat.” Then you say, ‘‘ Well, what will you 
pay for it?*’* He then replies, “s can get it 
hauled for 16 cents.” So you haul & for 16 cents 
a hundred. He generally tells you that if you want 
the business you must haul the meat: ‘for the price

The Railroad Gazette says: 

“The major domo of the president of the 
United States communicated by long dis- 
tance telephone to a/trunk line president the 
following information and request: The pres- 
ident, with certain public officers and 
friends, desires to leave Washington on a 
date named for a trip through several states 
and stopping at specified cities. For this 
purpose he wants a special train, and sug- 
gests for his own use a certain private car 
which he has already used and which sults 
him. He would also like to have a certain 
porter, name given, who had served him be- 
fore and whom he liked. A list of special 
supplies for the dining car, in addition to the 
ordinary commissary, was also submitted, 
The railroad president assured the presi- 
dent’s representative that a plan would be 
immediately prepared in full detall and for~ 
warded by mail. 

“ This was Wone without delay. The spe- 
cla] private car asked for was at the time in 
far distant service, and therefore unavaila- 
ble, but it happened that quite an exact dvu- 
plicate could be put at the president’s dis- 
posal. Neither was the particular porter to 
be had. Circumstances had led toa transfer 
of his racial volatilities to another sphere of 
service and entertainment. With these ex- 
ceptions, a schedule was made in full detail, 
giving arriving and leaving times and com- 
plying with all of the president’s suggestions. 

“The last sentence in the communication 


informed the major domo that a nominal | 


charge of $50 a day would be made for this 
special train, fully officered and provisioned. 
It was really a ‘nominal’ charge, being less 
than cost. Nevertheless, it produced an itm- 
mediate reply and protest—by telephone: 
There was no authorized appropriationsocf

** Railroad presidents are not hard bar- 
gainers with powerful rulers, and in this case 
the reply was cordial and reassuring—no 
charge would be made for the service. But 
the itinerary covered many hundreds of 
miles of travel on other roads, and the officers 
of these roads, not dealing directly_with the 
presidential party, found an easily under- 
standable pleasure in sending to the trunk 
line president their several bills for hauling 
the presidential train over theirlines. The 
bills were paid, but some of the letters ac-~ 
companying them were unanswered. One 
officer apologized for sending a, bill, but ex- 
pressed a fear of the penalty (conviction of 
misdemeanor, $5,000 fine, and two years in the 
penitentiary) for violating section 2 of the 
interstate commerce act.

Of course, we have little trade with Span- 
ish Amterica, little indeed with Europe, Afri- 
ca, or Asia, 80 far as concerns “ finished prod- 
ucts.” The output of our factories is repre- 
sented quite meagerly in the statement of 
American exports. Leave out the raw ma- 
terial, such as cotton, copper, mineral oll, 
etc., and the remainder is insignificant, not 
to say contemptible. 

But why send expensive agents, commis- 
sioners, and so on, to discover the reason for 
this, when everybody knows the reason:al- 
ready? I do not say that foreign peoples 
love us and want to trade with us, for they 
notoriously do not, 

This is especially true of the Spanish- 
Amerié¢an peoples, who resent our interfer- 
ence in their affairs, our attitude of suzer- 
ainty and tutorship, our lectures on good 
behavior, and our general assumption of su- 
periority. They may be small in population, 
poor in money, and deficient in the civiliza- 
tion we complacently proclaim as the only 
virtuous and perfect thing. Nevertheless, 
they have their own ideas, rights, standards, 
and ideals, and we do not endear ourselves to 
them by saying that they must behave them- 
selves unless they want to be spanked and 
sent to bed,

No Gratitude in Trade. 

After all, however, gold is the key to the 
situation. These people are not in business 
for sentiment, and they downot place their or- 
ders merely to exhibit gratitude, sympathy, 
and affection, In this reepect they offer us 
the sincere flattery of imitation, for they 
buy in ‘the best and most convenient markets. 
They know exactly what. they want, and 
they seek it where it can be had upon the 
most favorable terms. If we could conde- 
secend so far as to cater to their preferences, 
instead of trying to bend them to our ideas, 
there are many hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars which we might easily turn in this di- 
rection.

Actinomycosis of the Lung. 


[From the Medical Record. ] 

B. F. Ingals discusses this disease, which 
he says, though rare, is frequent enough that 
genera] practitioners, especially in this coun- 
try, should be on the lookout for it. A case 
of his own is described in which the etiology 
jg obscure, as the patient had not come inte 
contact with diseased cattle. On incising « 
swelling in the right interscapular space sa 
quantity of grayish pus escaped, which on 
examination was found to contain actinomy- 
cosis fungi. The general symptoms wefe in- 
definite, as well as the pulmonary signs in 
the region of the abscess. The author says 
that the disease in its earlier stages may 
be divided into pleuropneumonie or broncho- 
pneumonic varieties, while later on the le- 
sions are so complex that it is often impos- 
sible to classify them. In pleuropneumonic 
actinomycosis the invasion occurs from 
without, but sooner or later the two forms 
run into each other, the pleuropneumonic ex- 
tending inward, until the bronchi aré in- 
volved, or the bronchopneumonic progressing 
until the pleura is affected. The author 
states that his case was of the pleuropney- 
monic type, and that the question arises 
whether the infection could have occurred 
through some forgotten scratch or pimple, or

The most fas- 
cinating and vital character in the book is 
Denis Asshlin, an Irish gentleman, con- 
demned by circumstance to live on his re- 
mote and decaying estate and compensating 
himself for his isolation by hunting and gam- 
bling. He remains fascinating even in his 
basest moments, exercises a hospitality 
which is not stinted by a depleted purse, 
loses to his guests as royally as if his two: 
daughters were not going untaught and all 


‘| but ragged. because of his unrighteous prod- 


igality, and remains, through all, dear to 
those who know him. He dies, leaving his 
Children beggars, and with him perishes all 
‘that gave to the book its living and Intense 
interest. Clodagh, his eldest daughter, still 
little more than a child, is married to Mr. 
Milbanke, an old friend of her father's. 
Milbanke has promised the dying man to 
eare for his daughters, and he finds that 
marriage with one of them simplifies his 
task.

Religious Paper Urges Employment of 
Trained Instructors on Salary by 
the Various Churches.

When a business concern by unfair 
methods secures rebates upon its products 
from a transportation company, and secretly 
prevents 4 competitor from enjoying the 
same advantages, and thereby drives him to 
the wall, it is guilty In the sight of God and 
man of an unchristian act—for it has not done 
to others as it would have others do unto it. 

“ Now no one business man is to be blamed 
for this state of affairs. Let him that is 
guiltless today cast the first stone. Is it not 
the fact that all are guilty? Has not the 
moral code of the business world been rest- 
ing on unchristian foundations? 

“What is needed is an application of 
Christ’s law of love to the business world. 
Happily for us, this is already beginning to

Rumors of Dynamite During New Year 
Service Cause Precautions at Temple 
Where Recent Riot Occurred. 


As a precaution against a possible repeti- 
tion of last Sunday’s disturbances, six police- 
men guarded the entrances to the synagogue 
of the congregation Anshe Kanasses Israel, 
Clinton and Judd streets, last evening during 
the Rosh Hashona, or new year services. The 
precaution was taken following the circula- 
tion of a rumor that nibilists had threatened 
to blow up the building with dynamite. 

Beside the police two firemen were sta- 
tioned inside the building as a precaution 
against fire, because some members of the 
congregation feared the disturbers might ap- 
ply the torch. The services were concluded 
without any disturbance. 

‘“‘We took the precaution to obtain police 
protection because the nihilists have threat- 
ened to blow up the building during the new 
year,”’ said Abraham Kallish, secretary of 
the congregation. ‘‘ We have not been able 
to learn where the rumor started.”’ 

The synagogue will be watched by the police 
during the services today and tomorrow. 

The new year services were. begun at 6 
o'clock in all orthodox synagogues and will 
be celebrated almost without interruption 
until.teomorrow night. All day the Jefferson 
street market swarmed with housewives 
making their New Year’s purchases of poul- 
try and other good things for today’s dinner. 
Mingling in the throng of hucksters crying 
their wares were patriarchs in their long 
coats, offering for sale the Jewish New Year 
prayer books and tickets entitling the holders 
to seats in the various synagogues. 

The ‘‘ Tashlich,’’ or ceremony of throwing 
away sins on the water, will be held tomor- 
row afternoon on the Twelfth street and 
other bridges over the river.

ADMITS ARSON: BEGS MERCY. 


Fred Droege, Jail Prisoner, Confesses At- 
tempt to Burn Residence of His 
Wife and Children. 


Suffering from remorse, Fred C. Droege, a 


‘jail prisoner, has signed @ written confession 


that he attempted to burn the dwelling of 
his wife and children. 

Since his arrest on the charge of arson, 
Droege and his wife, who were divorced last 
spring, have become reconciled. Late Thurs- 
day afternoon Droege accompanied Fire In- 
spector Johnson and a stenographer to the 
scene of the fire at 2103 North Albany ave- 
nue and told them how he attempted to burn 
the structure on Sept. 9. 

Droege wrote a long letter 
Johnson, begging for mercy. 
he said; 

A long term in prison under my present condi- 
tion of health and age would be the means to 
the end by which I would fill a dishonored grave. 
So I can think of no other way to save my wife 
and children the disgrace of a prison cell than 
by appealing to you for mercy. 

I am glad to say, with 4 feeling of honest pride 
and tender devotion to the dear wife at home, 
that this trouble has brough’ around a reconcilia- 
tion. You can readily ir. Johnson, what this 
means to me, for I have a loving daughter and 
son to lament any further disgrace.

It is not an unfair judgment on the con- 
duct of the campaign in the stock to say 
that it was managed purely for the purpose 
of selling stock. if it was badly efigineered, 
bringing discredit on both the company and 
the campaign, the penalty will probably be 
the usual one of dissatisfaction on the part 
of those who are financially back of the en- 
terprise. The manager of any corporation 
or other business whose conduct invites 
crit.cism and public disapproval and injury 
to market value of securities, is in some man- 


ner going to be sacrificed, even if he be not 


wholly eliminated. 


Movement of Boxboard. 


United Boxboard shares were the feature 
of the local market in activity and price 
changes. The preferred.advanced from 11% 
to 138%. C.'G. Gates & Co. figured largely 
in the buying. There was some selling of 
long stock, which was readily absorbed, and 
brokers who have been watching the move- 
ment were certain the bulk of the purchases 
has gone to so-called outsiders. The buying 
for New York account began several weeks 
ago, when Pringle, Fitch & Rankin absorbed 
large offerings. Another house, which Is un- 
derstood to trade for O. C. Barber in this 
market, has beén ‘a fairly liberal buyer. 

News did not differ from the gossip that 
has been heard for some time. There was 
nothing authoritative, and people in Chi- 
cao connected with the company were un- 
able, as on previous occasions, to give a 
reason for the buying. 

The elevated railroad stocks were inclined 
to be firm, while the shares of the surface 
companies made new and better records. 
West Chicago touched 62. It could not, be 
found that the buying represented other than 
a speculative account. 
Park preferred sold at 20, a price which has 
not been reached previously in several 
months. There is little of the stock on the 
market. 


Railway Springs Dividend. 

The Railway Springs company yesterday 
increased its common dividend from the 2 to 
a 4 per cent basis. This industrial has long 
been in favor with capitalists having a 
knowledge of certain features of railway 
equipment. It has been regarded as a con- 
servatively managed corporation and the in- 
crease in the dividend is presumed to reflect 
substantially improved earnings. 


Money and Bank Statement. 


Money touched 7 per cent on callin New 
York, but without disturbing the stock mar- 
ket. There appears to be such confidence in 
the business situation that the advance in 
money rates at this time is regarded as tem- 
porary. The owners of large amounts of 
stock feel so certain that a bull campaign will 
follow the return flow of cash from the in- 
terior that they do not appear in the mar- 
ket as sellers of securities. 

Unless exceptional efforts are made in the 
matter of withdrawing deposits, the bank 
statement today promises to be highly un- 
favorable. Known movements of money for 
the week indicate a loss by the banks to the 
subtreasury of $6,679,000. This is something 
over $1,000,000 in excess of the surplus re- 
serve. But if $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 de- 
posits are switched to trust companies the 
loss in cash will be counteracted by the tech- 
nical position of the required reserve. 

In yesterday’s market the City bank ap- 
peared as a lender of over $10,000,000, while 
Blair & Co. were also large lenders.
